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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Burnham: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my second annual 
report. At this time I wish to express my appreciation for 
the cooperation given me by the School Committee, the teach- 
ers, the School District Trustees, the Board of Selectmen, other 
Town officials and the citizens of Burnham. The efforts of all 
these groups have constantly been centered on giving the boys 
and girls of Burnham the best education possible. 

Some changes were made in the teaching staff during the 
past year. Mrs. Edith Luce was employed to teach the upper 
grades at Reynold’s Corner while Mrs. Grace Proctor was se- 
cured to teach the lower grades at the village. Mrs. Alda 
Libby and Mrs. Frances Cookson are again in their respective 
positions at the Vilage and at Reynold’s Corner. 


By vote of the School Committee, the teachers of Burnham 
have.been released one half day each month in order that they 
might attend a teacher workshop at Unity. Since the last 
Town meeting there have been seven of these workshops, in 
which teachers exchange ideas and discuss ways of improving 
instruction in their own classrooms. At several of these ses- 
sions consultants from the State Department of Education have 
taken part in developing an improved school program. 

Since these sessions have produced many ideas which have 
been transferred to your classrooms and make for more effi- 
cient instruction and better education I am convinced that 
these workshop sessions have been a good investment for all 
Towns of Union No. 65. 


At the request of the superintendent, the State Department 
of Education has made available the services of Mrs. Villa 
Quinn, Supervisor of Elementary Education for the State of 
Maine, to work in this area on a 2 year improvement program. 
Under this program Mrs. Quinn will visit eight times during 
the first year and four times during the second year, any teach- 
er who requests her help. Mrs. Libby at the Village School 
ade such a request. Together they will discuss the problems 
providing better education for your children and will plan 
a course of action so that their aims may be accomplished. 

Two University of Maine extension courses have been offered 
in Unity during the past year. Last spring, “The Teaching 
of Science” and this winter, “Group Guidance Techniques and 
Materials” have been offered for the teachers of Union No 65. 
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New reading books for the upper grades have been purchas- 
ed to complete a badly needed revision in our reading program. 
Again this year the testing program, whereby all children are 
tested so that teachers may know what each child needs to 
develop to the fullest extent of his ability has been in operation. 

The wood furnace at the Reynold’s Corner School was con- 
verted to an oil heating system during the summer, and for the 
first time, this school has had really satisfactory heating. 

We are waiting with great anticipation the move, in the fall, 
from the present Town Hall to the new fire-proof school build- 
ing. Following many delays the Burnham School District 
Trustees have been able to begin construction on the new build- 
ing. After seven years in totally inadequate surroundings the 
boys and girls at the Village will be given some of the educa- 
tional advantages they need and deserve.

Inso- 
far as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial transactions of the Town appear to have been 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as aay be noted 
in the accompanying comments. ’

lieved to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF BURNHAM 
FEBRUARY 2, 1951 TO FEBRUARY 4. 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Burnham 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 4, 1952. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained 
by the Assessors, Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Excise 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following sugges- 
tions appear worthy of consideration by the municipal officials: 


Description of real estate, listed in the inventory and 
valuation records, should be more clearly defined. 


Transfer between accounts should be recorded by jour- 
nal entries rather than to clear through the Treasurer’s 
cash account. 


Reimbursable expenditures should be billed promptly 
and in duplicate in order that a record will be available 
for reference. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The 
year’s operations resulted in an excess of available funds over 
pe aa amounting to $3,123.48, and ,is summarized as 

ollows: 


Unexpended Balances $5,766.88 
Overdrafts 2,643.45 
Net Unexpended Balances Son Zoe 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts 
particularly in the Highway and Bridges account, totaling 
$2,069.63. The Department of Attorney General has advised 
that overdrafts are not permitted by statute excepting in cer- 
tain instances where emergencies arise in highway activities 
pe then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropria- 

ion. 


As a result of the review of'cash transactions it was ascer- 
tained that Treasurer’s receipts exceeded deposits by 59 cents. 
This amount has been set up as an accounts ‘receivable. 
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At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$11,886.23, or an increase of $3,677.44 as compared with the 
previous year. The increase was occasioned principally by the 
excess of available funds over expenditures totaling $3,123.43, 
and an.adjustment of the State Aid Road account of $518.50. 


From the examination of the transactions affecting funds 
held in trust. by the Town it was determined that earnings for 
the year amounted to:$90.00 and expenditures totaled $74.75.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The sys- 
tem of internal control: was reviewed as pertained to the hand- 
ling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Revenues 
and expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent 
deemed necessary. Letters of verification were utilized to de- 
termine the correctness of accounts receivable, tax and tax 
lien items; also, insurance and bond coverage was examined. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were 
followed to the extent deemed necessary in the development 
of these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
Town at February 4, 1952, and the result of its operations for 
the year then ended.

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to make temporary loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes and to issue and negotiate notes therefore, or re- 
newals thereof, of any notes in place of the original notes when 
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paid, to the amount which at any time shall not exceed in the 
aggregate the total tax levy of the preceding Municipal year, 
all such notes to mature and to be paid during the Municipal 
year in which they are issued out of money raised during the 
current year by taxes, in accordance with the provisions of 
R. S. of Maine 1930, Section 83, Chapter 5 as amended.

BUILDINGS: 


The drilling of a well and the installation of a lavatory 
and drinking fountain at the Reynold’s Corner school have 
made a significant improvement in that building. The school 
committee is requesting in the budget an additional sum of 
repair money to install flush toilets and complete the job in 
that school. 

All persons concerned and especially the pupils are anx- 
iously awaiting the completion of the Burnham Village fire 
proof school building. Surely by the fall of 1954 this build- 
ing will be ready for school use. 


FINANCES: 


Because the Maine State Legislature did not appropriate 
enough money to fulfill 100% payment of State Educational 
Subsidy to Towns, the Town of Burnham lost $419.15 in 
State Aid. Despite this loss of money the school adminis- 
tration finished the fiscal year with a small balance in the 
treasury. 

The Maine Teachers’ Association is now backing legisla- 
tion which would increase Educational State Aid for the 
Town of Burnham by $2,399.15. This might result in a re- 
duction of approximately 7 mills on the local tax rate. 
Every citizen should make it his business to see the repre- 
sentatives and senators from Waldo County, and urge them 
to back this legislation. 
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Some nearby high schools have agreed to lower tuition 
rates substantially in order that money might be saved to 
help Burnham in paying some of the transportation of high 
school students. 

The school committee has recommended that $1200. be 
appropriated for high school transportation. We hope that 
you will see fit to support this proposal to help the boys and 
girls of Burnham get a high school education. If transpor- 
tation is not voted it will cost an estimated $10,560 next 
year for tuition. If transportation is voted, tuition will cost 
an estimated $8,600 plus $1,200 for H.S. transportation or 
a total of $9,800. By voting money for high school trans- 
portation the town can save $760.00 or approximately 2 
mills on the tax rate. 

School enrollments in the lower grades are steadily in- 
creasing; naturally if this trend continues, the schools will 
be over crowded in a matter of two or three years.

FOR THE TOWN OF BURNHAM 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1953 


Since the resignation of the Public Health Nurse formerly 
serving your town, Burnham has been covered on an emer- 
gency basis. Service to you has been limited because the 
nurse serving your town has also been covering additional 
territory. In September of this year another nurse was as- 
signed. As you must realize it takes some time to become 
orientated to a new area. Time, used in this manner, is es- 
sential to build up relationships in the community so that a 
good, workable health program can be carried on. 

Home visits have been made to infants, preschools, and 
school children as health problems have been made known 
to us. Services of the Crippled Children, Cardiac, and Pedi- 
atric clinics have been made available to infants and child- 
ren in your community, and home visits have been made 
when indicated. 

Audiometer testing was done from the fourth grade up. 
(Grades one, two, and three are done by the teacher using 
the whisper method.) A total of 54 tests were given. Out 
of this number 8 showed apparent hearing defect. Too 
much stress cannot be put upon the importance of good 
vision and acute hearing, for without these a child may be 
severely handicapped in performing to the best of his, or 
her, ability. Following the audiometer testing home visits 
were made in behalf of children where indicated. It should 
be understood that testing of both eyes and ears in the 
school is done as a screening process only. If a child ap- 
pears to be having difficulty, then he should be taken to a 
physician for further examination. 

Child Health Conferences were not held this year; how- 
ever, the service is available through the combined efforts 
of your town and state. Many deviations from normal are 
dependent upon early recognition and treatment for suc- 
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cessful correction. Through Child Health Conferences, in- 
fants and preschools may receive physical examinations. 
Those in need of medical care are referred to their family 
' physician. If desired, immunizations for diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, tetanus, an dsmallpox are given. This is a valu- 
able service to any community since good health is so vitally 
important. 

Since Child Health Conferences would be available only 
to infants and preschools, it would seem that there is need 
in the community for a school immunization program, also. 
Then protection through immunization against some of the 
communicable diseases would be made available to the school 
children in the community, too. It is hoped that enough 
interest will be aroused so that a group will be organized 
to assist with a Child Health Conference, and school im- 
-munization program next year. 

Recommendations for 1954 include more extensive home 
visiting, organization of Child Health Conferences, and a 
school immunization program. 

I would like to take this opportunity to extend my grati- 
tude for your cooperation.

The following is a report of white pine blister rust control 
work performed in your town in 1953. 

Blister rust control in the State of Maine is conducted by 
the United States Department of Agriculture, the Maine 
Forest Service, towns, cities, and individuals cooperating. 
The disease is present in every white pine town in the state, 
varying in intensity from light to nearly one hundred per- 
cent infection. Pines of all ages are susceptible, but the 
greatest damage is to trees in the younger classes. The rust 
is a two host disease, white pines and all varieties of the 
currant and gooseberry family, called ribes, are the hosts. 
The disease cannot spread from pine to pine, but spreads to 
the pines from the infected ribes located within infecting 
distance, usually under 900 feet. The spread of the disease 
is controlled by destroying ribes growing closely associated 
with pines. 

Our records show that Burnham has 1,316 acres of pine 
bearing lands, which necessitates the removal of ribes on 
4,574 acres, in order to protect the pines from the rust. 

The Town of Burnham made $400.00 available for this 
work in 1958, and during the control season 5,416 currant 
and gooseberry bushes were destroyed on 1,600 acres, at a 
and gooseberry bushes were destroyed on 1,600 acres, at 
a cost of $856.43 (Town $399.77, Federal Government 
$456.66). The 1,600 acres were put on maintenance and 
will need no further control for an indefinite period. There 
remains approximately 3,000 acres of the control area need- 
ing eradication work. As this work is conducted on a co- 
operative basis, we recommend that your town make funds 
available for the 1954 work season.

In- 
sofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the exami- 
nation, the financial transactions of the Town appear to have 
been appropriately handled, with such exception as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF BURNHAM 
FEBRUARY 4, 1952, TO FEBRUARY 4. 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Burn- 
ham has been completed for the municipal year ended Febru- 
ham has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 2, 19538. The audit included an examination of 
the records. maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax 
Collector, Treasurer and Town Clerk. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transac- 
tions and an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $3,735.43. However, overdrafts 
were noted in several appropriation accounts, more particu- 
larly in legal services, fire protection and certain charity 
accounts (Exhibit D). Unexpended and overdraft balances 
are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $4,230.53 
Overdrafts 495.10 
Net Unexpended Balances $3,735.43 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain 
instances where emergiencies arise in highway activities 
and then only to the eae of 15% of the highway approp- 
riation. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
_ (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year revenues de- 

creased by $7,832.74 as compared with the previous year. 
Expenditures for the same period decreased iby $11,001.27. 
The factors contributing to these differences were reviewed 
with no exceptions noted. Following is a summary of the 
differences as compared with revenues and expenditures of 
the preceding year:

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At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$14,924.78 or an increase of $3,018.55 as compared with the 
preceding year. This increase was occasioned principally 
by the excess of available funds over expenditures. Other 
major transactions affecting this account were the reim- 
bursement of a special resolve road balance lapsed in error 
in 1951 and the adjustment of reserve for losses accounts 
(Exhibit C). 

It was ascertained, from the examination of the town 
clerk’s records, that the use of excise tax monies for bond 
retirement, interest and to supplement the incidental ac- 
count appropriation was authorized by a vote of the towns- 
people. The authority to hire $500.00 for roads and bridges ~ 
and $225.00 for an oil burner was granted at a special town 
meeting, however, due to the cash position of the town, notes 
were not issued. Therefore, the accounts received credit by 
transfers from the unappropriated surplus account. 

From the examination of the transactions affecting funds 
held in trust by the town it was determined that earnings 
on investments for the year amounted to $90.00 and expen- 
ditures for the care of lots totaled $62.00. Trust fund prin- 
cipals totaling $3,600.00 are invested in U. S. Bonds and the 
unexpended income of $162.96 is on deposit in the First 
National Bank of Pittsfield, Maine. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 

the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. Revenues and 
expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent 
deemed necessary. Letters of verification were utilized to 
determine the correctness of tax, tax lien accounts and ac- 
counts receivable. Transactions affecting the funds held in 
trust by the town were reviewed. Insurance policies and 
bond coverage were examined. 
_ Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary in the develop- 
ment of these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at February 2, 1953, and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

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The opening of school in September found no change from 
last year in our teaching staff. 


However, Mrs. Agnes Wood and Mrs. Cora Braley did 
find their teaching surroundings much improved, a change 
brought about by the opening of the new Burnham Village 
School. Standing on the site of the school which had burn- 
ed, this building houses two classrooms and is almost com- 
pletely fireproof. Much time and effort on the part of the 
School District Trustees was needed for the completion of 
this building. 

Mrs. Frances Cookson and Mrs. Edith Luce also found 
improvements when they opened school at Reynolds Corner. 
The dangerous steps and porch on the front of the building 
were replaced by new ones constructed of lumber treated 
for weather resistance. Another decided improvement was 
the installation of new flush toilets. 


However, there is still some work to be done at the Rey- 
-nolds Corner School. Old ceilings need to be replaced; and 
the building needs to be repainted both on the inside and on 
the outside. As a matter of fuel economy, it is desirable 
that the building will also be insulated. 


Because of increased enrollments next year, it will be 
necessary to purchase new desks and chairs for the approx- 
imately twenty additional pupils at both schools. 

Our teacher workshops were continued again this year. 
Thus far we have held two all day meetings. At these ses- 
sions teachers worked on individual projects, listened to and 
discussed recordings by well known educators and discussed 
problems relating to local situations. A third workshop is 
now in the planning stage.

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Enrollments have increased 23% over last year and the 
records show that the elementary school enrollment in 1955 
56 will be 42% more than the 1953-54 school year. Such 
increased enrollments mean greater costs for textbooks and 
supplies. The work of the teacher has increased according- 
ly and should be properly recognized. Enrollments for the 
four classrooms have reached the critical stage this year and 
will be disasterous next year if we continue our present 
mode of operation. Citizens of the town have two choices: 


1. Hire an additional teacher and put some children 
back in the town hall thus relieving the overload at 
each school. 


2. Transport children between schools so that each 
teacher would have a maximum of three grades. 


It is reasonable to expect that any teacher will do a better 
job with forty (40) children if she has three grades than 
could be done with forty children in six grades. Children 
placed six grades in a room with forty children are going 
to miss many fundamentals in reading, writing and arithme- 
tic which they can never make up. The choice of action 
lies with you, the citizens of Burnham. How will you make 
certain that some children do not miss the fundamentals of 
an elementary school education? 


In closing my fourth annual report I wish to express my 
appreciation for the cooperation given me by the School 
Committee, the Teachers, the School District Trustees, the 
Board of Selectmen, other Town Officials and the citizens of 
Burnham.

FOR THE TOWN OF BURNHAM 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1954 


An effective community health service depends to a large 
extent upon observation and study of health needs in the 
community. More and more citizens are recognizing the 
need of community cooperation in Public Health, and the 
need for organized health programs to meet these needs. 


Looking back upon the recommendations made for 1954, I 
feel that we can be well pleased with our accomplishments 
so far in planning and carrying out an effective Health 
Program. 


During the past year your town, with the help of in- 
terested individuals, has offered the infants and preschool 
children in your community the services of the Child Health 
Conferences. A series of 3 conferences were held with a 
total attendance of 80. Allinfants and preschools attending 
were given physical examinations, and those found to be 
needing medical care were referred to their family physi- 
cian. Immunizations were offered to those who wished this 
service and were completed as follows: Whooping cough 18, 
diphtheria 18, tetanus 18, and smallpox vaccinations 4. Since 
the infant’s rate of growth is greatest during the first year 
of life, frequent physical examinations during this period 
are most important. It is desirable for every child to have 
a physical examination, and to have completed all immuniza- 
tions before entering school. 

Frequent visits were made to the schools, thus enabling 
the teachers to talk with the nurse concerning special prob- 
lems. Home visits have been made when indicated. A series 
of three immunization clinics were held at the Reynold’s 
corner and village schools. Immunizations were completed 
as follows: Whooping cough 54, tetanus 81, and smallpox 
vaccinations 25. These immunizations are recorded on the 
school health records and kept as a part of the permanent 
school records. 
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Audiometer testing was done in the schools. A total of 
60 tests were given. Out of this number two showed an ap- 
parent hearing defect. Difficulty in hearing and vision are 
a serious handicap to students. All students who appear to 
be having difficulty should have further examination by a 
physician and corrective measures taken. 

One of the basic services of the Public Health Nurse ser- 
ving your community is home visiting. Many visits have 
been made to infants, preschools, school children and adults 
as health problems have been made known. 

Services of the Crippled Children, Cardiac, and Pediatric 
clinics have been made available to infants and children in 
your community. Home visits have been made to interpret 
clinic recommendations and help with special problems. 

Our recommendations for 1955 include continuing home 
visiting and another series of Child Health Conferences. 

Your Public Health Nurse wishes to take this opportunity 
to thank all members of the community who helped with the 
various programs during 1954.

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White Pine Blister Rust 


R.'S. 1944, Ch. 32, Sec. 54 — Forest Commissioner to pro- 
mulgate information and to designate areas where control 
is necessary. The forest commissioner is hereby authorized 
and empowered to promulgate by letter, publication, poster, 
or other means of information concerning the white pine 
blister rust and designate, by the aforesaid means of pro- 
mulgation. areas within the state in which control measures 
are necessary or advisable. It shall be the duty of every 
landowner within such designated area to carry out such 
control measures as are ordered by the forest commissioner, 
including the removal and destruction of any or all plants 
of the genus Ribes, commonly known as currant and goose- 
berries, and any white pine tree or trees, which are found 
to be infected with the disease. If the owner fails to destroy 
the above named plants or trees within the time specified by 
the forest commissioner, the forest commissioner shall cause 
said plants or trees to be destroyed and shall charge the 
actual expense of same to the city, town, or plantation with- 
in which said plants or trees are found. Such amount shall 
be collected as a state tax and credited to the appropriatic 3 
for said purpose. The city, town, or plantation wherein 
such plants or trees are found may assess the cost of the re- 
moval of said plants or trees to the owner of the real estate 
wherein the said plants or trees are found. The amount so 
assessed shall be collected in the form of a tax.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Stat- 
utes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the Town 
of Burnham have been audited for the fiscal year ended 
February 1, 1954. 


The examination was made by Auditor R. M. Parsons in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards that 
pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year, and in- 
cluded all procedures which were considered necessary. In- 
sofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the exami- 
nation, the financial transactions of the Town appear to have 
been approprately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present 
the result of the financial operations of the Town for the 
period designated. Recommendations are also offered which 
are believed to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 


. TOWN OF BURNHAM 
FEBRUARY 3, 1953 TO FEBRUARY 1, 1954 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Burn- 
ham has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 1, 1954. The audit included an examinaton of 
the records maintained by the various town officials. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the years’ operations revealed that expendi- 
tures exceeded available funds by $1,561.50. Overdrafts and 
unexpended balances are summarized as follows: 


Overdrafts $2,735.04 
Unexpended Balances 1,173.54 
Total Net Overdrafts $1,561.50 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, 
(Exhibit D). The Department of Attorney General has ad- 
vised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in 
certain instances where emergencies arise in highway activi- 
ties and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway ap- 
propriation. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $8,164.46 was reconciled with a bank 
statement furnished by the Federal Trust Company, Water- 
ville, Maine. 


Transactions affecting accounts receivable, taxes, tax 
liens and tax acquired property were reviewed. Unpaid ac- 
counts were reconciled with the balances shown on the re- 
cords of the selectmen. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available 
funds revealed an increase of $6,687.74, when compared with 
the preceding year. This increase was occasioned principal- 
ly by carrying balances expended, a transfer from the un- 
appropriated surplus account and an increase in the tax 
levy. . 


Expenditures for the same period increased by $11,984.67, 
and were reflected principally in the highways and bridges 
and school accounts. 
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RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The net unexpended balances carried forward in the de- 
partmental accounts totaled $2,169.60 (Exhibit D) of which 
balances reflected in the highways and bridges and school 
accounts amounted to $1,210.00 and $759.60 respectively. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $11,791.29 at 
the close of the year, a net decrease of $3,133.49 as compar- 
ed with the previous year. The decrease was occasioned 
principally by the excess of expenditures over available 
funds for the current year and $1,500.00 appropriated at 
the special town meeting held in August of 1953. 


DEBT FUND 


The long term debt at February 1, 1954 consisted of re- 
funding bonds of $7,000.00 which were issued May 1, 1945 
and mature $1,000.00 annually. The debt also included 
school construction notes of $10,000.00 which mature in 
1954 and 1955. The school construction notes were author- 
ized at a special town meeting held on September 24, 1953. 


TRUST FUNDS 


All transactions affecting the cemetery trust funds were 
reviewed. Principals in the amount of $3,600.00 were in- 
vested in U. S. Savings Bonds, and unexpended income of 
$187.71 was represented by a time sug in the First Na- 
tional Bank, Pittsfield, Maine. 


GENERAL 


A review of the records of the town clerk revealed that 
the townspeople voted to transfer excise tax receipts for the 
retirement of bonds, payment of insurance, interest and in- 
cidental expenses. It was also noted that a transfer of 
$1,500.00 was authorized from unappropriated surplus to 
the Reynolds Corner Schoolhouse account. 


Vouchers and payrolls on file were examined. However, 
it was noted in some instances vouchers were not on file to 
support the payments made. The examination of vouchers 
revealed that the selectmen were reimbursed for travel ex- 
penses without submitting detail bills, also, payments of 
salary were not made in accordance with statutory require- 
ments. In this respect attention is directed to Chapter 80, 
Section 13 of the Revised Statutes of 1944 which provides 
in part, that if the town fails to fix the compensation of its 
selectmen, assessors, overseers of the poor at its annual 
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meeting, then such officers shall be paid on a per diem basis, 
and in such event, such officers shall be paid the sum of $5.00 
for every day actually and necessarily employed in the ser- 
vice of the town. The following amounts were paid the 
selectmen:

The result of the audit also indicated that some of the 
real estate descriptions in the valuation book could be streng- 
thened. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The. 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by methods 
and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verification 
were used to determine the correctness of tax and tax lien 
accounts. Insurance and bond coverages were examined. 
Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop 
these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the town at February 1, 1954 and the result of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.

Administration 


OFFICE OF SELECTMEN 
TOWN OF BURNHAM 


It is with great pleasure that we submit this Annual 
Town Report of the Town of Burnham. 

It is our opinion that the financial condition of the town 
of Burnham is stronger. We have attempted to keep with- 
in the appropriations. Upon looking over the contents of 
this report you will note a substantial balance in the town 
poor account. This represents nearly three times the bal- 
ance from the previous year and that was considered mar- 
velous. The greatest amount of the accounts will show bal- 
ances, in fact, only one overdraft. 

Due to a mistake, evidently by us, at last year’s budget 
meeting, we are confronted by one overdraft of $208.90 in 
the town officer’s salaries. It was our suggestion to carry 
the ballot clerks, moderator, and minor officers under the 
town officer’s salaries instead of the incidental account. This 
town officer’s account for the fiscal year should have addi- 
tional money, as described in article 38, which in the past 
has not shown the tax collector’s salary lagging account of 
perhaps slow tax returns. Due partly to this overdraft, the 
incidental account shows a greater balance. 

As recommended by the b udget committee, we strived to 
repair and rebuild the roads early in the season. 

While the State was here building the State Aid Road, we 
were quite fortunate in having their foreman rebuild the 
Buzzell and Sullivan Roads. This road was tarred as re- 
commended by the budget committee. Due to yearly gravel 
maintenance of Mile’s hill, we also had that tarred and this 
small expense will certainly save maintenance money. 

It was also our intention to have the State foreman also 
rebuild the Mill Street Road while he was here, but due to 
excessive work they allowed that would have to be done 
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later, and also because the five hundred dollar appropriation 
not being enough, we were unfortunate not to be able to 
have it entirely rebuilt. However, we do believe that at 
this annual town meeting the voters should raise additional 
money for that road, and also the so called “Battle Street’ 
leading from State Aid Road to the Drake house, otherwise 
the excessive rain will make maintenance a high cost yearly 
on the above roads. 

We have had compliments on the surplus commodities, and 
no doubt these items have cut household expenses in the eligi- 
ble homes. Due to the tremendous amount of bookwork, in- 
cluding monthly reports to Augusta, and the time required 
to allot these items, there is no question, but the overseers of 
the poor should receive token compensation on this. In the 
past year we have greatly increased the volume of these 
commodities, the freight of which has been $133.40. 

We have also had compliments on Homer Dunbar’s sand- 
ing for the winter season. Dunbar was the lowest of four 
written bids submitted. | 

In closing we believe that the recommendations of the bud- 
get committee be applied to on the articles of the warrant, 
‘as these were talked over considerably.

Adequate lighting for this school is also a necessity. The 
repair budget carries provisions for fixing the windows, put- 
ting in a new lighting system and adding more school furni- 
ture to meet the increased school enrollments.

_ Because of the constantly increasing number of children 
in Burnham costs are going up as. follows: Conveyance 
$300.00, Fuel $350.00, Lights $25.00, Supplies $270.00, Supt.

H.S. Tuition $450.00, total $4,345.00. These necessary in- 
creases, plus the fact that we have a slightly smaller cash 
balance than last year, means that it will be necessary to 
appropriate $4,523.00 more than in 1955, but still about 
$600.00 less than in 1954.

TEACHERS: 

Because of enlarged enrollments and low salaries, it has 
been increasingly difficult to get and keep good teachers. To 
start the year Mrs. Grace Walls was hired to succeed Mrs. 
Edith Luce at Reynold’s Corner, but was later replaced by 
Mr. Gerald Sidell. Mrs. Virginia Spaulding, who was hired 
to fill the position formerly held by Mrs. Agnes Woods was 
succeeded by Mr. C. Vaughn Overman. Mrs. Viola Farring- 
ton who resigned at Christmas time replaced Mrs. Cora Bra- 
ley and was followed by Mrs.Gwendolyn Sidell. These new 
teachers and Mrs. Frances Cookson, lower grade teacher at 
Reynold’s Corner, are all doing commendable work. We 
hope they will choose to remain with us next year. 


TESTING: 

Standard achievement tests were given all students in 
May, 1955. These tests showed the strengths and weak- 
nesses of our present school system. To ‘help correct read- 
ing weaknesses shown by these tests, a two day workshop 
was held on February 26th and 27th. Mrs. Villa Quinn, 
Mrs. Margaret Pattershall and Mrs. Bertha Carter acted as 
consultants for the elementary teachers and Mr. Joseph De- 
vitt and Mr. Phillip Annas worked with the secondary teach- 
ers. All are leading educators working from the State De- 
partment of Education in Augusta. 

To instruct those children who need extra help in reading, 
the school committee has voted to hire a part time reading 
expert to spend some time in Burnham each week. 

In achievement tests, highest results were shown in Arith- 
metic with other subjects following in this order: Spelling, 
English, Social Studies, Study Skills. The lowest achieve- 
ment was in Science. 
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In conclusion, I want to thank the School Committee for 
their constant efforts to provide the best possible schools dur- 
ing an extremely difficult year. I think that every citizen 
should personally thank these three public spirited commit- 
tee members who have done so much to improve the schools 
during 1955-1956.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Burn- 
ham Schcol District has been completed for the period end- 
ed February 1, 1955. The audit included an examination of 
the records maintained by the clerk and treasurer. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions. 
Receipts for the year amounted to $3,485.50, of which 
$3,127.50 was made available by the Town of Burnham by 
assessment and issuance of notes. Disbursements totaled 
$5,868.55, which for the most part represented capital ex- 
penditures and debt retirement. (Exhibit B) : 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $410.68 at the year end was reconciled 
with the bank statement furnished by the depository and 
cash on hand was verified by physical count.' 
Investments in the amount of $100.00 were examined. 
Fixed assets of $30,027.36 represents the school building 
and fixtures.

FOR THE TOWN OF BURNHAM 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 831, 1955 


The crucial importance of the early years of childhood in 
the. formation of good health habits and wholesome and 
happy personalities is beyond question. Preserving and 
promoting good health through available health programs 
should be the aim of every community. 

Through maintenance and continuity of infant and pre- 
school health supervision more children will enter school pro- 
tected against preventable diseases, with good health habits 
established, and remediable defects corrected. This service 
was offered through your local Child Health Conferences, 
and those found to be in need of medical care were referred 
to their family physician. A series of three conferences 
were held with a total attendance of 62, all of whom received 
physical examinations. Immunizations were completed as 
follows: Diphtheria 14, Whooping cough 14, Tetanus 14, and 
Smallpox vaccinations 6. 

During the month of September audiometer testing was 
done in the schools. Difficulty in hearing and vision are 
serious handicaps to students as such defects often prevent 
the student from performing to the best of his, or her abil- 
ity. All those who appear to be having difficulty should have 
further examinations by a physician and corrective mea- 
sures taken. 

Home visiting has been continued on a Health Supervision 
basis to all age groups. 

Services to the Crippled Children, Cardiac, and Pediatric 
clinics have been made available to infants and children in 
your community. 

The close association of children on the playground and 
in the classroom fosters the spread of communicable disease. 
Preventative measures are taken by the school through a 
school immunization clinic. The previous clinic was most 
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successful and it is hoped that when this service is offered 
again that even more parents will take advantage of this 
opportunity to have their children protected. 

Your Public Health Nurse has a district of seven towns. 
For this reason three or four days in each town per month 
is all that can be planned. The effeciency of the time spent 
and work accomplished in these few days depends greatly 
upon your cooperation, and suggestions for her time that is 
available to you. This, of course, can best be done through 
an organized group interested in health activities. 

Plans for your town in 1956 will include, continuing a 
series of Child Health Conferences, audiometer testing, and 
a school immunization clinic. With your cooperation it is 
hoped that we can build a good health program for your 
community. 

Your Public Health Nurse wishes to take this opportunity 
to thank all members of the community who helped with the 
program during 1955.

Dear Mr. Sanborn: 


The following is a report of white pine blister rust con- 
trol performed in your town in 1955. 


The program in the State of Maine is conducted by the 
U. S. Forest Service, Maine Forest Service, towns, cities 
and individuals cooperating. The disease occurs alternately 
on white pine and ribes, and is transmitted by wind-borne 
spores from one host to another. Control is established by 
destroying all currant and gooseberry bushes, called ribes, 
from pine areas and limited protection borders. This is done 
by hand eradication and the use of chemicals. 2,4,5T, a 
selective weed killer, was used in most towns. 


Our records show that Burnham has 1,249 acres of pine 
bearing lands, which necessitates the removal of ribes from 
_3,750 acres to secure protection. 

The town appropriated $400.00, and during the control 
season 6,523 ribes were destroyed on 2,150 acres, at a cost 
of $934.26 (Town $399.84, State Wages $309.12, Federal 
Wages $75.36, Federal pro rata expense charges $149.94) 
We are pleased to report that all work is completed that is 
necessary at this time, and that the entire control area is on 
a maintenance basis. No further control will be needed for 
several years, depending on the recurrence of ribes. Peri- 
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odic examinations will be made to ascertain conditions. 
Recommendations will be made as further control is needed. 
Thank you for your good cooperation in combatting the 
disease.

Slash and brush which result from cutting of forest 
growth must be disposed of within 50 feet of any public 
highway (this means any road which is maintained with 
public funds). The distance is measured from the edge of 
the pavement closest to the cutting. If it is a dirt road the 
distance is measured from the shoulder nearest the cutting. 

Violators of any of the above provisions may be punished 
by a fine of not more than $100, or by imprisonment for not 
more than 30 days, or both. 

For detailed interpretations, reference should be made to 
Chapter 36, Section 83 and 86 of the Revised Statutes, 1954.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Burnham 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 
1, 1955. The audit included an examination of certain 
financial records which were maintained by the town officers. 
The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures 
and the results are incorporated in the following text, ex- 
hibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the 
town. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $1,249.89 per the following sum- 
mary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balance ‘$3,040.53 
Overdrafts 1,790.64 
Net Unexpended Balances $1,249.89 — 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, 
(Exhibit D). The Department of Attorney General has ad- 
vised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in 
certain instances where emergencies arise in highway activi- 
ties and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway ap- 
propriation. 


The audit also revealed that certain phases of municipal 
operations may be strengthened by favorable consideration 
of the following suggestions: 

A review of the valuation records indicated the 
desirability of strengthening some of the descrip- 
tions. 

Vendors’ original invoices should be kept on file 
to substantiate all expenditures. 


ASSETS” 

The cash balance of $9,970.30 was reconciled with a bank 
statement furnished by the Federal Trust Company, Water- 
ville, Maine. 

_ Transactions affecting accounts receivable, taxes, tax 
hens, and tax acquired property were reviewed and verifica- 
tion undertaken to determine their validity at the year end. 
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Unpaid accounts were also reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the town treasurer and tax collector. 


The anticipated federal participation in hurricane damage 
amounted to $1,023.95 at the close of the current year. 


LIABILITIES 


' Accounts payable totaled $53.75 at the year end and repre- 
sented current accounts. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
The appropriation accounts reflect a total unexpended 
balance of $6,207.47 (Exhibit D) at the year end. This a- 
mount represents various operating account balances that 
are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with 
legal requirements or customary practice. 


Withholding taxes, due the Director of Internal Revenue, 
totaled $63.70 at the close of the year. 


The unappropriated surplus of the town amounted to 
$13,053.28, an increase of $1,261.99 for the year. This in- 
crease was due principally to the excess of available funds 
over expenditures. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the balance sheet 
as a separate fund, reflects the outstanding notes of $6,700.00 
and bonds of $6,000.00, which are to be retired from revenue 
of future years. 

Notes and bonds retired during the current year totaled 
$6,000.00. The townspeople at a special town meeting, 
authorized the issuance of notes for $1,700.00, which a- 
mount was remitted to the school district to complete the 
new school. These notes mature in July, 1955, with interest 
at 3%. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The total amount of trust fund principals was $4,300.00 
at the year end and unexpended income amounted to $175.57. 
These funds are invested as follows:

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AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available 
funds revealed an increase of $8,440.09 as compared with 
the preceding year. This increase was occasioned principal- 
ly by an increase in the tax levy, less a decrease in carrying 
balances expended and a transfer from surplus. The antici- 
pated federal participation in hurricane damage was also a 
contributing factor. 


Expenditures for the same period increased by $5,628.70 
which was reflected for the most part in the reduction of the 
debt account. 


A method of effectively canceling paid invoices should be 
adopted. This may be accomplished either by perforation 
or a rubber stamp device. 


GENERAL 


An examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
the townspeople voted, at the annual town meeting, to use 
the excise tax money to pay all interest, fire insurance, town 
bond and interest, and incidental expenses. 


It was also voted to reappropriate the unexpended balances 
carried forward from the previous year, and to charge sur- 
plus for the 1953 overdrafts. 


At a special town meeting, authority was granted the 
selectmen to hire $1,700.00 to finish the Burnham School. 


The examination of vouchers revealed that in some in- 
stances vendors original invoices were not filed to support 
payments. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


A count of cash was made and records checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The sys- 
tem of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Re- 
ceipts, vouchers and canceled checks were examined for a 
selected period and major increases or decreases in revenue 
or expenditures over previous years were explored. Trust 
fund transactions were reviewed and investments were veri- 
fied. Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
the copies of the receipts retained by the tax collector. Bond 
coverage was examined. The town meeting records were 
reviewed. 


Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related finan- 
cial transactions were properly administered. 
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Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertain- 
ing to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed advisable to develop 
these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting information fairly present the financial position 
‘of the town at February 1, 1955, and the result of its opera- 

tions for the year then ended.
